Collecting Pattern Glass 


ACCUMULATORS VERSUS TRUE COLLECTORS 


Part X/ or A 12-PartT ARTICLE 


by RUTH WEBB LEE 


N a cycle as constant as the 
@) seven-year locust, though more 
frequent, magazines devoted to 
fashions in the home have published 
articles on taste in interior decoration 
good and bad. The illustrations pic- 
ture a room cluttered with “horribilia” 
and, for comparison, the same room 
treated with furniture and accessories 
that impart charm and a sense of re- 
pose. Or another article, by before and 
after photographs, show how, with 
some alterations and fewer dollars, a 
plain unattractive farm house may be 
converted into an inviting country 
home. 

This idea could well be extended to 
other fields. In fact, it seems to me 
that magazines on antiques have been 
rather delinquent in not calling atten- 
tion to the fact that there is an in- 
creasing tendency toward an_ unfor- 
tunate phase of glass collecting. I 
mean the acquiring of Woolworth—not 
early but worse still—late. 

During the war years there has been 
a gradual decline in standards. No 
valid reason has appeared as to why 
this decline should have communi- 
cated itself to antiques — particularly 
collectible glass. There is no dearth of 
good patterns in American pressed 
glass that may properly be included in 
the antique class. From the 1840's 
through the 1880’s many patterns of 
merit were produced. Many of these 
designs are reasonably priced and 
priced and within the reach of most 
buyers. Of course, when nearly all col- 


lectors began to demand the same 
patterns at the same time, prices 
soared. Patterns in which values have 
continued to advance include: Bell- 
flower, Horn of Plenty, Diamond 
Thumbprint, New England Pineapple, 
Morning Glory, Milk White Blackberry, 
Three Face, Westward-Ho, Thousand 
Eye, Classic, Bull’s Eye with Diamond 
Point, Comet, Bull’s Eye with Fleur 
de Lys, Marble glass,to name the most 
prominent. In general, collectors have 
concentrated on these patterns and 
neglected scores of others with just as 
much to recommend them. Most of 
these neglected patterns are included 
in my three books devoted to Amer- 
ican pressed glass. 

During the past few years, “faddist” 
collectors have been somewhat in the 
spotlight. By faddists I mean those 
who strive to accumulate as many 
different spoonholders, pitchers, gob- 
lets or cruets as possible. Instead of 
restricting themselves to sets of table- 
ware in various patterns that could be 
put to practical use, they have filled 
their shelves, windows, and available 
cupboards with their accumulations of 
one object made in as many variations 
of design as could be obtained. One 
woman deliberately set out to find 
every item illustrated in mv “Early 
American Pressed Glass.” The new 
trends in collecting are worthy of note. 

Vacation days are here and col- 
lectors are even now rolling along the 
road in their cars, eagerly searching 
for their special interests in antique 
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shops, near and far. The veteran col- 
lector usually knows what he wants 
and what he can pay. It is the novice 
who should plan carefully, no matter 
whether she need consider costs or not 
because it is all too easy to become 
an accumulator. An accumulator gen- 
erally winds up with a heterogeneous 
mass of stuff, much of which will be 
stored away in attics or cellars or 
both. When it is weeded out, it is 
often found to be items of so little 
general interest that the buyer finally 
sells it at a loss. Antique dealers wel- 
come accumulators because these 
people often buy his mistakes. 

Planning carefully pays dividends. 
A matched set of pattern glass gives 
pleasure when it is used and the 
owner feels proud of the admiration 
expressed by guests. While prices may 
seem high today, this glass weathered 
the storm of the last depression and 
values continued to climb upward. A 
set of Horn of Plenty purchased in the 
early 1920’s sold last year at close to 
three thousand dollars. It was a large 
set replete with many rarities but even 
so, it proved a better investment for 
the owner than would most stocks in 
Wall Street. Those people knew what 
they wanted and planned accordingly. 
They did not buy to resell but when 
the time came, as it often does, to 
part with their glass, they had reason 
to feel repaid for their wise decision, 
their time and patience. 

Many new collectors are missuided 
because they think that any o'd piece 
of glass or furniture, if pictured in a 
book or magazine. must have value. 
This is not necessarily true. Very often 
such articles have been written by 
amateurs, particularly those in maga- 
zines not devoted to antiques; thus, 
misinformation continues to be per- 
petuated. 


It would be unfortunate for any 
collector to start buying the pieces 
illustrated in this article, as old. The 
goblet at the left is a beautiful milk 
white goblet, so fine in quality that it 
has been referred to by some inex- 
perienced collectors as “English” or 
“Bristol” — the latter term as all- 
inclusive as “Sandwich” and “Stiegel” 
were twenty-five years ago. This 
goblet is the Della Robia pattern, 
made by Fentons in milk white edged 
in gold, in opalescent, in clear glass 


and in clear glass with the fruit 
painted in colors. It has been on the 
market for sixteen years to my 


knowledge, and probably some few 
years longer. It is for sale in many 
department stores and gift shops. I 
have received many letters from 
people who have bought the goblet as 
old and asked to know the name of 
the pattern. The opal Hobnail goblet 
pictured at the right was featured by 
a Philadelphia department store in 
1932. Complete sets were available, 
including plates and wines. For those 
desiring new glass with an old at- 
mosphere, this is the most attractive 
of any I have seen. It is not a repro- 
duction of any old glass beyond the 
fact it is ornamented with hobnails. 
Collectors who seek really old pat- 
terns, would do well to draw the line 
at 1890. Find some opaque cream- 
colored Grape goblets and plates

Pennsylvania Dutch 
and Other Primitives 


Part III — Patterns & DeEsiIcns 


by ALICE WILT STRAUSS 


the first German immigrants land- 

ed at Philadelphia, and moved 
north and westward to establish the 
Pennsylvania Dutch country, a group 
of Swiss Mennonites came to the 
United States and settled in what is 
now Lancaster County. Like the 
Germans who came before them they 
were seeking freedom from oppres- 
sion and a chance to worship as they 
pleased. 

According to Oscar Kuhns in his 
book “‘The German and Swiss Settle- 
ments of Colonial Pennsylvania”’ the 
Quaker, William Penn, for whom the 
State was named, had earlier made 
several trips to Europe as a mission- 
ary, spreading the gospel of the 
Quakers to a people who had suffered 
long from oppression and war, and 
the emigration of the Germans and 
the Swiss was a part of Penn’s “‘Holy 
Experiment”’. 

But the actual settling of Lancas- 
ter County seems to be linked more 
directly to the advent in this country 
of Hans Herr and Martin Kundig, 
who were acting as agents for their 
countrymen, the Swiss Mennonites, 
for again according to Kuhns, “a 
patent for ten thousand acres of land, 
on Pequea Creek, Conestogoe (later 
a part of Lancaster County which was 
not organized till 1729)’’ was made 
out in their names. 


When these people began to build 
their homes and barns, and to fashion 
and decorate their furnishings, it was 
only natural that they should turn 
for inspiration to the familiar pat- 
terns of their homeland, and this 
early influence is seen in the designs 
with which they decorated their be- 
longings, from their furniture and 
textiles, to their birth, wedding and 
baptismal certificates. 


Flowers, fruits and birds were 
most frequently used on the. furni- 
ture, though the heart also was a 
favorite motif and in some instances, 
the angel was used. Whether these 
two latter designs derived their popu- 
larity from the deeply religious feel- 
ings of tnese people can only be con- 
jecture. But whatever the signifi- 
cance, the heart, especially, is found 
frequently enough on Pennsylvania 
Dutch to be called typical, and some- 
times it is this design which can 
pretty accurately identify a piece 
which might otherwise be of doubtful 
classification. This heart might be 
low and squatty, or it might be the 
more conventional shape more fa- 
miliar today. 

Of the flower designs the tulip 
probably was the favorite, for it ap- 
pears in variety on the furniture, the 
pottery, the cookie cutters—in fact

it is hard to imagine any piece of. 


Pennsylvania Dutch which at one 
time or another hadn’t been deco- 
rated with the tulip in some form. It 
is found on some of the earliest pieces 
of Pennsylvania Dutch origin and the 
general consensus of opinion is that 
this design was inspired by the tulip 
craze which spread through Germany 
and Holland many years before. 

Another favorite flower was the 
rose and many of the different varie- 
ties were used—the moss rose, the 
cabbage rose, full blown or in profile 
—and these colorful flowers appear 
on everything from furniture, pot- 
tery and glassware, to textiles and 
tinware. But the rose and the tulip 
were not the only flowers used by the 
Pennsylvania Dutch for decorating 
their household goods. For inspira- 
tion these people turned also to their 
own gardens and copied, boldly, the 
daffodils, the primroses, the dahlias, 
and from the surrounding wooded 
hills, they took the dogwood, the pine 
cone and the acorn. 

The pomegranate flower, which is 
found so frequently in Pennsylvania 
Dutch decoration as to be considered 
typical, is not a native flower of the 
colder climates of Pennsylvania, or 
Switzerland and Germany, but of 
Persia and other Eastern countries. 
It is the symbol of hope in Christian 
art, and whether it was this sym- 
bolism which was responsible for its 
popularity can again only be a matter 
of conjecture. 

Geometrical designs, too, were 
used and sometimes the same ‘‘Hex’”’ 
signs seen on the barns were dupli- 
cated. The star, a favorite barn de- 
sign, is frequently found on quilts 
and other needlecraft, on carved 
wood, on dower chests and pierced 
tin. 

Birds adorn practically everything 
used in the Pennsylvania Dutch 
household. They are on the backs of 
chairs, on the panels of drawers of 
chests, on the pottery and painted 
tin, on birth certificates, butter 
molds, cookie cutters. Nothing es- 
caped. The dove, symbolic of peace, 
inspired the decorations for many 
things, and again we can only guess 
whether this popularity was in ap- 
preciation of the peace and freedom 
found in the new land. 

The eagle is another bird closely 
associated with Pennsylvania Dutch 
and was used in a variety of ways, 
from a design on the common cookie 
cutter to the majestic eagle snow 
stops which still can be seen perched 
along the roof edges of some of the 
older houses around Bangor and 
Easton. These snow stops are being 
picked up by collectors for they have 
many decorative uses in the home 
furnished in primitives—as book

Review oF Sept. & Oct. 1842 Gopry’s Lapy’s Book 


by RUTH GIST PICKENS 


Lady’s Book, 1842, there is an 

article titled ‘‘The Preble medal.”’ 

I think this article is interesting 
because it brings to mind heroes of a 
war that were not as much talked 
about as those of our other wars. 
Life was just as dear and sacrifice 
just as hard as in a more spectacular 
and longer war. If they had not been 
as good as they were, the war might 
have lasted longer. So in this issue 
I will linger a while with the heroes 
of Tripoli. 

Edward Preble entered as midship- 
man in the Massachusetts state ship, 
Protector. He served through the 
American Revolution on the Protec- 
tor and on the Winthrop. 

In May, 1803, Commodore Preble 
was appointed to command the frig- 
ate, Constitution, better known as 
Old Ironsides. In June, 1804, he was 
put in command of the squadron of 
seven ships, Constitution, Philadel- 
phia, Argus, Nautilus, Vixen and En- 
terprise. This squadron was to pro- 
tect the ‘‘commerce and seamen of 
the United States against the Tripoli- 
tan cruisers on the Atlantic ocean, 
the Mediterranean and adjoining 
seas.”’ 

“The Preble medal commemorates 
not one, but five bombardments of 
the city of Tripoli, which took place 
on different days in the months of 
August and September, 1804.” 

The engraving presents a copy, ex- 
ecuted in Medallion style by Mr. 
Saxton: ‘On inspection the engraved 
facsimilie of the medal itself—it pur- 
ports to have been presented by the 
‘American Congress to the able com- 
mander Edward Preble, the defender 
of American commerce before Tripoli, 
2304,” 

The article ends with the telling of 
how a Captain Decatur, I presume 
Stephen, killed the Turk that shot his 
brother, James Decatur. 


|; THE September issue of Godey’s 





Part of the fight is described as 
follows: “In the contest, which for 
a time appeared doubtful, Decatur 
broke his sword near the hilt. He 
seized his enemy’s spear, and after a 
violent struggle succeeded in throw- 
ing him on the deck. The Turk now 
drew from his belt a dirk, and when 
in the act of striking, Decatur caught 
his arm, drew from his pocket a pis- 
tol, and shot him through the head.” 
During the continuance of this strug- 
gle, the crew of each vessel rushed to 
the assistance of their respective 
commanders. After the fight it was 
difficult for Decatur to extricate him- 
self from the killed and wounded by 
which he was surrounded. 

The article is concluded with these 
words. ‘“‘The ladies of our country 
have ever cherished the fame of its 
defenders. Our military and naval 
heroes have ever born in mind that, 
“None but the brave deserve the 
fair.”’ 


Godey’s Lady’s Book 
October 1842 


The Godey’s Lady’s Book was 
pioneering for women in the maga- 
zine world. Their ideals were sound 
because they decried superstition and 
being romantic about ill health. 
They advocated better schools for 
women and helped them beautify 
themselves. We know today how 
well the seed they sowed has flour- 
ished. Therefore, far be it from me 
to ridicule them as you might think 
I am doing as I write about this issue. 
The October, 1842, issue is doing its 
best, in its quaint way, to show young 
ladies how wrong elopements are and 
the sad outcome that might be their 
lot. So, if you smile, as I have done, 
remember grandmother had to get 
started and bear in mind how far 
women have come. 

“The Elopement Prevented’’ is a 
story about how a father stopped a 
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Button slipper $4. Proof and authentic.

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“young and fair girl’’ from eloping 
by locking the gate. Even if the 
“fair Damsel’’ was disguised in a 
page boy’s dress she did not try 
climbing the fence. Of-course, if she 
had been attired in her usual clothes 
one can realize how hopeless climb- 
ing a fence would be. The lover 
could bring tin shears to cut her 
hoops loose. However, by that time 
the modest and fragile girl of 1842 
would be dead of swoon and mortifi- 
cation. No author would dare let his 
heroine live through such an ordeal, 
certainly not in Godey’s Lady’s Book, 
the most refined magazine of the day. 

Confronted with the locked gate, 
the lovers gave up. After that the 
young man tried getting his beloved 
by the front door. It worked, and 
they married and lived happily ever 
after. 

“Alecesta: Or the Reward of Dis- 
obedience” with a slightly different 
twist is a story of Alcesta, the fair 
and only daughter of one of the 
richest and noblest families in New 
York City who lives on Broadway. 
She runs away, “alone in the wide 
world with the one who had beguiled 
her from duty and caused her to in- 
cur the fearful penalty of disobedi- 
ence’: Juan de Alvarez by name, 
young, tall, dark, handsome and rich 
as Midas. Juan is from a _ noble 
Spanish family very arrogant and 
worldly. These were the traits that 
Alcesta’s father did not like. 

Alcesta finds herself in a castle 
near Havana, surrounded by flowers, 
servants, every luxury and worshiped 
by her husband. However, on oc- 
casions she feels dark eyes peering at 
her through atrellis. For a time the 
love, beauty and devotion about her 
drives away the fear of those strange 
dark eyes. A year passes, at the end 
of which Alcesta becomes the mother 
of Juan’s son. This is too much for 
dark-eyes-behind-the-trellis and she 
comes out into the open. She is a 
dark beauty who claims that she is 
Juan’s mistress whom he loves no 
more since he has married. Sheisa 
quadroon and claims she has had a 
child by Juan. This quadroon tells 
Alcesta that she will commit suicide 
if Alcesta does not leave Juan at 
once. 

Still loving Juan deeply, Alcesta, 
with her infant son flees into the 
night, back to the U. S. A., here to 
find that her parents have withered 
and died of grief, money and all, in 
just one short year. All that remains 
for Alcesta and her son is to wander 
from place to place and finally die 
of “consumption’’. The author adds 
that “consumption” is not the ro- 
mantic and glarourous disease it is 
thought to be by most “‘females’’. 

The editor writes this about the 
fashion plate, ‘‘There appears to be 
considerable ‘flouncing’ of late among 
some ‘cap’-tious individuals of the 
masculine gender on the subject of 
the pet-fashion plate. Would you 
believe it, ladies, that objections have 
been raised against our publishing

NORTHWOOD AND QUEZAL 


by MINNIE WATSON KAMM 


(material condensed from the author’s proposed “Sixth 
Book on Old Glass” to be published later this year) 


FOURTH firm which made iri- 
A ceseent glass in this country 

was The Harry Northwood Com- 
pany. Tiffany, Carder (‘‘Aurene’’), 
and Quezal worked only with glass 
which was blown at the plant, but 
Northwood utilized both blown and 
pressed wares, also both made in the 
factory and not imported for the 
purpose. 

Mr. Northwood was more prolific 
in new inventions than any other 
glass manufacturer uniess it be for 
the Senior William Leighton, of 
Hobbs, Brockunier and Co. He came 
from a family of glass workers in the 
famous “Potteries District’ around 
Stourbridge, Staffordshire, and was 
eldest son of John Northwood, an 
artist in glass unsurpassed in Eng- 
land at any time. 

The father made an exact repro- 
duction of the famous “Portland 
Vase” by carving by hand with the 
aid of many chisels of his own inven- 
tion and of most unusual construc- 
tion, cutting away the white overlay 
glass and leaving the dark blue 
under-layer untouched. The glass 
was cut, scraped and the under layer 
polished so to leave the figures stand- 
ing out in the greatest delicacy. 

Mr. Northwood Sr. received 100 
pounds for his three years’ work on 
the vase. He did a similar one, copied 
from the Elgin Marbles, in all white 
glass, which was presented to the 
British Museum, and another of his 
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great works, upon which he expended 
five years’ work, valued at $15,000, 
was in the hands of Tiffany and Com- 
pany a few years ago. 

Benjamin Richardson, father of 
the flint glass industry in England, 
was an uncle of John Northwood. 

Harry Northwood came to America 
in 1885 or 1886 and upon his arrival 
at the LaBelle Glass Works, Bridge- 
port, Ohio, that firm advertised 
“artistic glassware in all imaginable 
colors and combinations, including 
opalescent, topazine, art, coraline, 
Venetian Thread, Rose du Bary, etc.” 

Two years late, Northwood had his 
own concern, at nearby Martins 
Ferry, Ohio, and advertised “‘blown 
glass in rib, diamond, shot, dew-drop, 
Venetian, satin finish, etc.’’; and, in 
1889 he advertised glass ‘“‘marbelled 
like old Venetian ware’’. An editorial 
of the period says ‘“‘“Northwood aimed 
at soft, mellow colors rather than the 
harsh blues, greens, etc. which are 
now prevalent’’. 

In 1892 were advertised “brizht 
and satin finish glass, spangled’’; the 
next year, “lead blown ware with 
needle etching’. In 1905 came 
“Fine etchings, enamel and gold dec- 
orations, transparent and opaque 
effects’’. 

In 1898 this progressive firm was 
showing “Intaglio, gold-and-silver, 
green-and-gold, Venetian, Opaline, 
brocades, etc.”

But it was not until about 1910 
that the versatile Northwood mar- 
keted his first iridescent glass, adver- 
tising ‘“‘Golden Iris, Pomona, and 
Florentine, all iridescent’. He made 
a massive grape design in water-sets, 
etc. in deep purple-blue and gold-red 
iridescent tints, all stamped with his 
trade-mark, an N underlined, N in- 
side a small circle, or inside two con- 
centric circles. 

In 1917, the firm advertised a new 
iridescent tint, ‘“‘Satin Sheen’’, ‘of 
rich and delicate coloring’. One of 
these was a peacock in high relief 
pattern glass, and another was a 
fruit series, peach, cherry, etc. all in 
most delicate mother-of-pearl] tints 
and a far-cry from the garish deeper 
rainbow colors. 

Also during 1917 Northwood ad- 
vertised a ‘“‘mottled agate’’, ‘‘Etrus- 
can glass’, and a “‘Brecciated Mar- 
ble’; what these were is not known 
to the writer. 

He also made illuminating glass, 
and many of the old glass companies 
were now turning their concentrated 
efforts to lighting fixtures. 

The firm was still in existence in 
1922, advertising extensively, but 
Mr. Northwood died the next year 
and his company was soon disbanded. 


QUEZAL GLASS 


A third firm making superlative 
quality iridescent glass was the 
Quezal Art Glass and Decorating 
Company, of Brooklyn, N. Y. The 
work of this firm was fully equal to 
or even surpassed that of Tiffany. 

Collectors infrequently have been 
offered iridescent glass marked in 
permanent crude block letters 
“Quezal” and have been puzzled over 
it unavailingly. Stories have been 
invented concerning its origin, one of 
which is that there was an artizan in 
the Tiffany Studios named Quezal, 
and when Mr. Tiffany found that he 
was signing pieces permanently with 
his own name he was dismissed. This 
supposedly was all the Quezal glass 
there was extant. This tale is ex- 
ploded by: the facts below. 

Two advertisements were found in 
trade-journals, dated Feb. 15th and 
March 8th, 1917; none had appeared 
before and none were found subse- 
quent to these dates. Each advertise- 
ment showed six pieces of the glass, 
with the same long printed descrip- 
tion concerning it. 

The photographs show a tall lamp, 
both shade and base elaborately dec- 
orated to match, four tall vases in a 
group, three gas shades, a large bowl, 
a second group of two tall vases. 
Three of the articles show the same 
intricate sharp wavy lines which are 
typical of Tiffany and ‘Aurene” 
wares. 

No names of members of the firm 
are mentioned but there is little 
doubt that they had learned their 
methods from working at the Tiffany 
Studios, located in a nearby town, 
Corona, L. I. and formerly at Brook- 
lyn. 

Tiffany glass was now in 1917 at 
its height of popularity and brought 
high prices from museums over the 
world and from connoisseurs in fine 
glass. The processes had never been 
patented and were open to all comers. 
Tiffany and Aurene had developed a 
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market so Quezal did not have to _sSsSSSSJFS__qqqE — 
start at the bottom. t — 

However, it is apparent that the 
new concern did not flourish. Per- 
haps the cheap marigold-lustre and 


garish purple-blue glass was flooding | No Cobwebs / 0 Sh 

the market and making it impossible 4 t/] Ur op eee 
to sell more than a limited amount 

of the expensive wares. 

The origin of the unusual name is 
given here; taken from the “ads”: 
“There is no more beautiful creature 
in the world than the Quezal bird, a 
rare feathered denizen of the im- 
penetrable forests of Central Ameri- 
ca, around which cluster a wealth of 
strange and beautiful Aztec tradi- 
tions.” 

“Few travellers are even explorers 
have seen the Quezal, which shuns 
the haunts of men as does no other 
living creature. But those who have 
been fortunate enough to have seen it 
declare that ‘matchless’ is the only 
word to describe its beauty.” 

“Its back is a brilliant metallic 
green, so vivid that it shines even in 
the twilight of the woods; its breast 
a crimson so deep and bright as the 
most brilliant ruby. On its head it 
wears a jewelled golden crown—a 
helmet effect of bright yellow and 
green.”’ 

“When we were first ready to put 
on the market our beautiful glass, 
which exceeds in beauty any other 
glass on the market, we decided to 
name it after this glorious forest 
dweller of Guatemala. The glass is 
made by a secret process and experts 
tell us that it is the envy and despair 
of other glass manufacturers and yet 
it is not exhorbitant in price.” i 

“We show this beautiful glassware 
in unique and artistic shapes. Our 
lines include vases, comports, flower 
bowls, bud vases, finger bowls, plates, 
lamp bases, lamp shades, electroliers, 
ete.” BEAUTIFUL 

The writer has a “Quezal’’ gas 
shade, ribbed vertically, with golden 
iridescence inside and a pearly base

AT RANDOM 


Observations on Flower Arrangements 


T’S BEEN pouring cats and Garden 

Clubbers for us today, starting 

when “Rollo”, the big white gen- 
tleman from Tennessee, our shop cat, 
nipped his antique toe in an antique 
mousetrap, and ended when ‘“‘Waif”’, 
his lady friend, decided to spend the 
night on the Dresden shelf of the 
corner cupboard! In between animal 
acts, the garden enthusiasts filled our 
soul with delight and our head with 
ideas. 

The St. Louis lady who teaches 
flower arrangement was enthusiastic 
about miniatures. “Silver makes the 


most effective container and offers 
such a wide selection,’ she com- 
mented. ‘‘Napkin rings on standards 


are wonderful for greens, and espe- 
cially good at Christmas.’’ She 
pointed to a little Kate Greenaway 
napkin girl, and immediately I could 
see holly in the ring, and a red clus- 
ter of berries in the tiny basket on 
her arm. She laid the salt dip beside 
a glass lined silver filagree salt dish, 
tipped back the attached cover—and 
it bloomed for me. ‘Anything on 
which the cover tips back makes a 
lovely arrangement and the spoon 
beside it adds interest,’’ she went on. 
“Those little mustard toureens on an 
attached base, with the spoon and 
cover laid beside are always effective. 
You know, you can get tiny wire 
holders.”’ 

Other containers for minatures she 
suggested were pieces from a doll’s 
teaset, small boxes, egg cups, hair re- 
ceivers, and salt shakers of any ma- 
terial. ‘“‘When you use a china con- 
tainer,’’ she suggested, ‘‘try to match 
the flowers you choose to the flowers 
on the china. That is, if a tiny tea- 
pot is decorated with violets, use 
violets; if you have a demi-tasse with 
lillies of the valley, use real lillies of 
the valley in it.” 


At a luncheon for 8, Mrs. 
Anabel Taylor Engle who 
teaches a Flower Class in 
Glendale, Mo., once used 
miniature flower arrange- 
ments at each place. For 
the arrangements shown, 
she chose unusual con- 
tainers which should fire 
the imagination of any 
collector. From top to 
bottom: a silver Malay 
man match holder; 1” high 
cup and saucer; silver 
mucilage pot with pointed 
cover; high button shoe; 
Staffordshire salt and pep- 
per figures gazing pen- 
sively at flowers in tiny 
candlestick; lily buds in 
blue glass spittoon; silver 
mustard jar; milk glass 
lamp. The little girl napkin 
ring, flowers and _ fern 
pulled through ring, is sug- 
gested as a table center- 
piece. 


Her most unique suggestion was 
for a flame of moss pinks, baby’s 
breath and forget-me-nots under the 
clear glass chimney of a miniature 
cranberry lamp. The lamp base is 
filled with water and the flowers ar- 
ranged fan fashion through the slot 
where the wick should be. 

The Delaware woman who came in 
later in the day, had originated an 
“Art Corner” for the business meet- 


ings of her club. Their novelty 
aroused such interest and expecta- 
tion that once neglected business 


meetings are now being well attend- 
ed. She started with some painted 
steps and did a ‘‘back door”’ arrange- 


ment. A string of large open bells, 
used upside down, held flowers; an 
old style dustpan was a mailbox; 


flower filled jugs and crocks inter- 
spersed with vegetable arrangements 
lined the steps. Once the ‘Corner’ 
consisted of old sugar bowls and old 
cruets, brought in by different mem- 
bers; and again, old plates were dis- 
played. The current ‘‘Corner” is to 
be a collection of crosses from all 
over the world. These belong to a 
club member who has mounted them 
on black velvet set in a deep walnut 
frame with gold liners. 

Very flower conscious that evening 
as I visited friends, I noted water 
plants in “Love the Giver’ mugs 
(this idea was a Richmond, Virginia, 
girl’s), in copper molds, and hanging 
iron matchholders. On the sun porch, 
a tin 6-candle mold, with tall yellow 
eandles of graduated heights in four 
of the forms and philodendron in the 
other two, sent me scurrying to the 
drug store for test tubes. These fit 
into the molds (they were too short 
and I stuffed paper in the bottom of 
the form) and filled with water hold 
the philodendron.

somewhat his presence. Very young 
women often try to do quite foolish 


things, because their sense of re- 
sponsibility is still in its childish state. 
Your Mercury, antique or not, sat and 
still sits in my socks, for which, 
legally, I am responsible.” 

I laughed though I felt like crying. 

“Whenever you find a beautiful 
piece you desire to possess”, my hus- 
band continued, “buy it if you can 
afford to do so, ask the dealer to wrap 
your purchase safely, and send it home 
by mail at little cost. You will be able 
to shop more and travel light. If you 
find any object you like and make no 
decision, jot down the description of 
the item with the price and perhaps a 
little sketch, take the address of the 
dealer and tell them you might write 
for the piece.

THE MOTT MINIATURES ‘ : 


Thirty-eight years ago a little girl 
named Allegra liked the small samples 
big companies sent for advertisement, 
kept them, and a miniature collection 
began which now numbers about fifty- 
thousand items. 

The little girl grew up, went to 
college, married, has now two lovely 
daughters in college, and all the time 
never stopped collecting the tiniest 
objects. A true collector indeed is Mrs. 
Dewitt Mott,—Allegra. 

For good harmony her family joined 
in the hobby, and all became re- 
nowned, versatile miniature makers.

ANTIQUES SHOP, almost perfect to the 
last detail. There is a Wooden Indian 
at the door, bells and lanterns, a 
cuckoo clock and other clocks in the 
rear. In the china shop section the 
tiny shelves hold every known china 
in marked miniature pieces, Chelsea, 
Belleek, Meissen, Dresden, Limoges, 
Bow, Satsuma, Haviland and other 
makes. On the shop table among sale- 
able cups and dishes there is a mi- 
croscopic sign: “Handle at your own 
risk”. 

In the miniature furniture depart- 
ment we see a Victorian parlor with 
foot stool, pictures and portraits, book- 
case and vitrine filled with incredibly 
small curios. Much brass and Early 
American pewter is hung and shelved 
at the right. The miniature SPINNING 
WHEEL ANTIQUES SHOP is really well 
equipped. 

Another achievement of art and 
patience is the Victorian House of 
1860, and a house of the Golden Oak 
period, early 1900. A Toyland of 1900, 
and a Toyland of 1950. 

Work of art is the Williamsburg 
Cabin complete with fireplace, poster 
bed, chest, spinning wheel and other 
furnishings. There are pewter and 
brass utensils, and a Bible on the 
table. Close to the fireplace antiquated 
clothing of the times are dried on a 
clothesline, among these the half inch 
socks were knitted by Mrs. Mott in the 
right manner, except she used sewing 
needles for the knitting instead of 
standard knitting needles. 

“Sometimes we worked until three 
in the morning on our miniatures”, re- 
marked Mr. Dewitt Mott smiling, “but 
we had a very good time together”. 


INLAID FURNITURE 


The method of decorating furniture 
and art objects with inlay is of ancient 
origin. Examples of inlay are extant 
from early Egyptian times. It was 
widely practiced in the Orient with a 
great variety of material such as 
wood, ivory, metal, stone, nacre, straw, 
or glass. The pattern was cut into 
solid ground, the portions removed 
and the cavities filled with another 
material on an even plane. 

With the Moresque invasion the 
craftsmanship spread into Spain, where 
mostly ebony, nacre, straw and ivory 
were used for furniture decoration. 

In the 13th century a particular type 
of inlay named intarsia developed in 
Siena (Italy). Using wood for pictorial 
design and conventionalized foliage, 
we find choir stalls in churches, official 
ceremonial furniture as well as chests 
and household objects decorated in 
this manner. 

In the 14th and 15th centuries the 
art of inlay spread to Germany and 
Holland. In the Netherlands the all 
wood inlaid furniture developed to its 
highest point in the 17th century. The 
beauty of the pieces, which often took 
years to make, relied on the artistic 
ability and skill of the cabinet maker. 
The Dutch excelled in the art. 

In France, under the leadership of 
Boulle (spelled originally Buhl) the 
augmented usage of metal, nacre, 
tortoise-shell, and ivory inlay created 
a new trend resulting in the typical 
“Boulle” specimens. 

Inlay shared popularity with mar- 
quetry and lacquer in the eighteenth 
century in England. Satinwood com- 
modes, tambour bureaus, as well as 
side tables remained as superb ex-

amples of the inlay of the times, which 
was often combined with hand painted 
panels depicting pastoral scenes. Inlay 
in English furniture is used wholly for 
embellishment and is not competitive 
in color and texture of the basic wood 
of a particular piece. Of Sheraton de- 
sign, circa 1790, the urn motive and 
garlands of leaves decorated the skirt 
of tables, bands of inlay outlined its 
shape and that of the legs. 


From England much fine inlaid fur- 
niture was imported to America, which 
inspired American cabinet makers. 
Soon good American inlaid furniture 
was produced, with less fancy inlay, 
and more accent on durability. The 
“Grandfather Clock” was a favorite 
field for inlay. Because it was not 
exposed to hard usage, the fine inlay 
remained often undamaged for years 
to come. Many beautiful antique 
American clocks, their cases decorated 
with inlay, are in existence in ex- 
cellent condition. 


The term inlay is to be differentiated 
from marquetry, which is a surface— 
that is veneer cut in patterns 
and glued to the foundation, on 
a single plane.

on to another phase of button 

collecting. For the past two or 
three articles we have dealt with pic- 
ture and story buttons which is, per- 
haps, the most popular group of but- 
tons collected. The collectors of pic- 
ture buttons appreciate the message 
of art, literature, music and romance 
that these buttons bring them. They 
love the research into fantasy, fiction 
and legendry that is necessary to 
know picture and story buttons. But 
now we turn to button collecting for 
those whose minds run in a systematic 
orderly fashion and whose pleasure is 
derived by digging into factuology. 
We are speaking of Early American 
Historical buttons. We have mentioned 
before that philatelists and numisma- 
tists claim that they can tell the his- 
tory of a people through their stamps 
and coins—but buttonologists can do 
more than that they can read the 
arts, the sciences, the hopes and de- 
sires, the romance and the tragedies 
of war, in fact we can know those 
people as though we, too, had lived in 
that age. 

European history, of course, pre- 
dates, forms the base, and establishes 
the pattern for our own early Amer- 
ican customs and usages, but the col- 
lection of early foreign buttons has 
never achieved the popularity of the 
truly American button. And now we 
raise the question of just where we 
start collecting the Early American 
Historical button. Does it start with 
the first American manufactured but- 
ton or does it start with the first but- 
ton worn by an American patriot? We 
are not going to try to push or in- 
fluence our readers into either school 
of thought on this matter. Rather we 
will try to outline in a general way 
just ‘wha’ hoppen”, and let you draw 
your own conclusion as to what the 
first American Historical button should 
be. 

Let’s start this way. The first buttons 
known to have been manufactured in 
their entirety in this country were 
made by a lad named Ebenezer 
Stevens in New York about the year 
1800, so you can readily see that a lot 
of American Historical water had 
flowed under our bridge before we 
actually started to manufacture the 
buttons we used. France and England 
were the criterions of style, both 
military and civilian — and England 
was the principal button producing 
country of the world at that time 
although France soon came to give 
Britain serious competition. And so 
practically all buttons used in America 
were imported from England. 

We say practically all—some hand 
made buttons were created roughly by

blacksmiths and other craftsmen, their 
labors inspired by the ‘Mother of In- 
vention’. The buttons made by these 
American button pioneers were purely 
utilitarian, being flat one piece brass 
or copper, some with a molded shank 
and some with an attached loop 
shank, and adorned with the simplest 
of conventional designs, if any. How- 
ever there were not enough of these 
American made products to constitute 
an industry or to begin to satisfy the 
demand for buttons. These crude, 
homemade buttons were imitations of 
the one piece metal buttons being sent 
over from England. And here again 
America copied European styles. Our 
early families adopted a particular 
design on a button as representing the 
family—in imitation of the aristocracy 
abroad with their crest buttons. A 
given design of button identified the 
wearer as belonging to the Mr. John 
Doe tribe—and woe unto any of the 
Henry Smith’s who dared to assume 
that button design. First class feuds 
have been started on such provocation. 
Jane Doe and Henrietta Smith were 
just innocent bystanders since their 
security plan did not involve buttons 
at that period of history. It was the 
male of the specie.‘homo sapiens’ that 
adorned himself in button finery. His 
clothing would have these copper and 
brass, one piece buttons ranging in 
size from *%” to 1%”. 

We are talking, primarily now, 
about buttons for civilian use, al- 
though many of these buttons and the 
above mentioned homemade products 
were used for military purposes, there 
being no regular or official design for 
the new revolutionary armies. Some 
buttons of a given design were ac- 
tually used at that time to identify 
the wearer according to his military 
activities, but Revolutionary uniform- 
ing was rather a loose affair — the 
attention and funds of our leaders 
being directed to the more important 
objective of winning battles against 
overwhelming odds. It was not until 
after the new nation, the United 
States of America, had been firmly 
founded that the need was felt for a 
formal system of armed protection for 
our widespread territories. The United 
States Army was established in 1784 
and from that date starts the history 
of the truly American Military button. 
Many, many thousands of words have 
been written on American militaries 
and it is probably presumptous for us 
to add another thousand, but, in 
all probability, that is what you 
will be reading next month, dear a 
faithful reader.

connection with the large ex- 
hibition of Pittsburgh Glass being held 
at the Carnegie Museum April 20 to 
September 6th. The 56-page booklet 
contains 45 plates illustrating 890 
items. Beginning with the early free- 
blown it continues up to the late 
pressed glass of the eighties and 
nineties. A highly coated paper stock 
affords fine detail to each illustration 
and the heavy coated cover makes it 
substantial enough to hold its own in 
the collectors library. 

Although glass of the Pittsburgh 
area naturally occupies the greater 
portion of the text, enough history 
of the makers of other localities is 
interwoven so that the reader can gain 
a brief history of American glass. 
Lowell Innes the author — and also 
honorary curator of glass at the Car- 
negie Museum—has touched on such 
phases as the explanation of lined or 
cased glass, pillar mold, pattern mold, 
cut and engraved, marked pieces, etc., 
with a desirable amount of clarity and 
brevity. 

All in all it is literature that no 
American Glass collector should be 
without and best of all is the fact 
that it can be secured for only $1 
less than the cost of printing. Because 
only a limited number of copies were 
printed, we would recommend ordering 
immediately if a copy is desired.

And while on the subject of glass, 
we wonder how many SPINNING 
WHEEL readers saw the report in 
TIME magazine, May 30th issue. “The 
American Hobby Federation renorted 
that stamp collecting is still the 
favorite U. S. indoor hobby. Others, in 
order of popularity: collecting Amer- 
ican glassware, woodworking, model- 
making, dolls, autographs, coins, crea- 
tive painting.” Earlier statistics placed 
stamps, buttons, and coins as the first 
three most popular and we couldn't 
help wondering just how long it would 
be before American Glass would be 
recognized generally as a leading col- 
Jector’s item. There seems little doubt 
that it has long been the number one 
antiques collector's collectible.

The following comment from a Mid- 
Western reader expresses a thought 
that has entered the minds of many 
collectors during the past decade: “My 
interest in antiques began when I was 
twelve years old. It has always given 
me a great deal of pleasure—but the 
last few years my reaction has been 
changing. Why do dealers confuse 
second hand furniture, glass and china 
with the old? I have had a set of 
scenic dishes of very ordinary ware 
for fourteen years. Now I find these in 
antiques shops. When I see ordinary 
brittle Haviland of 1910 at Lennox

prices, I lose all confidence in the 
dealer. Do you think an article in THE 
SPINNING WHEEL would help this 
situation?” 

It is simple to understand this col- 
lector’s consternation even though it is 
essential to honor changing trends. 
For example, if this collector were 
forty years old, and began collecting 
at twelve, it appears only natural that 
an elapse of nearly three decades 
would show appreciable changes in 
tastes. These changes could have oc- 
curred with progress, but in that an- 
tiques is the main topic under dis- 
cussion, it is more natural to assume 
that the disappearance of earlier 
pieces from the market might have 
caused collectors to adjust to the in- 
fluence of a later period with slight 
misgivings. Somewhere along the line, 
and in all likelihood during the war 
years when everything was at a 
premium if it could be had at all, 
more than an ordinary number of 
persons turned to buying antiques. 
Their knowledge was for the most part 
lean and their needs at first were 
urgent. They wanted practical, usable 
pieces—but also ones with a history. 
Dealers everywhere were besieged 
with requests for items which previous 
to this point had been unrecognized. 
New shons, some with untrained 
owners sprang up like mushrooms 
when this new buying market origi- 
nated. It seemed a demand that no 
enterprising business man or woman 
should leave without a source of 
supply. Some dealers were inspired by 
the mistaken idea that anvone could 
sell antiaues. They did not stop to 
consider that the business needed 
more culture and knowledge than 
many others combined. 

Adding fuel to the fire, it was hardly 
possible that there was a sufficient 
quantity of very early antiques to 
satisfy this tremendous buying mar- 
ket. Buyer and seller alike turned to 
the finer quality, later period mer- 
chandise. And why should they not 
have? Provided of course that the 
pieces meeting their fancy were of 
expert workmanship, good quality and 
pleasing lines. There seems like no 
better time than the present to inspire 
the thought of preservation. This vein 
of thought does not apply to the 
cheap, ill-made wares that have 
flooded the market in the past half a 
century—and this of course the type 
to which the above reader must have 
been referring. 

For not much longer will the buyer 
observe shops carrying this kind of 
stock. Buyers of the past few years 
are rapidly becoming educated on the 
subject and no longer will they be 
misled by the “here today” dealer— 
nor their own ignorance. Introspective 
dealers are rapidly adjusting their 
stocks and educating themselves for 
a better versed buyer. Buyers need not 
concern themselves over the 
opposite type. They will auto- <@ 
matically be short-lived.
